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Under the rules of the United States House of Representatives, the records 
of its Select Committee on Assassinations, 95th Congress, in the National 
Archives Building, are not open to the public, except for such records 
as have been published. 

The select committee has printed its findings in House Report No. 95“ 

1828, 95th Congress, 2d Session, March 29, 1979 (686 pp.) and the 
testimony of its witnesses and other evidence in twelve (12) volumes 
of hearings and of appendices to them. 

We have examined the indices to the select committee’s records and have 
located no reference to Malcolm Couch or to his film or to the WFAA-TV 
Station. 

We suggest that you write to WFAA-TV; the station may know of the 
disposition of the film of Malcolm Couch, or of his whereabouts. 


We have referred your letter to our Motion Picture and Sound Recording 
Branch for a separate reply to you on the question of the film.
